One of the most spectacular of all 
American birds is the wdd turkey. 
It 
is distinctly an American product un.l 
is found in no other pla ce out North 
America. 
Woven in the clothing wrapped about 
mumumd remains of clift dwellers in 
Arizona and New Mexico are found the 
feathers of turkeys. 
There are other 
evidences in the caves showing that the 
birds were kept in a state of domesti­ 
cation I y the aborigines. 
When early 
in the Sixteenth century the Spanish 
conquerors invaded Mexico, they found 
turkeys that hud been domesticated by 
tire Indians. 
Some of these they took 
back with them to Spain, where Ft was 
found they would breed in captivity. 
Their descendants were removed to 
France and England, and later brought 
to the United States by settler«. 
This 
is the history of the common domestic 
turkey which people are wont to have 
on the table when celebrating Christ­ 
mas or Thanksgiving day. 
A short 
time ago. as time goes, wild turkeys 
to he met within almost any suit­ 
able locality southward from a line 
drawn through southern Maine, south­ 
ern Ontario and South Dakota^ 
All 
over the eastern United States they 
were abundant, ag well as among the 
hills and canyons of Colorado and the 
semi-arid 
deserts 
of 
New 
Mexico. 
Every year one may find on some mag- 
j azine cover the picture of an old Puri- | 
i tun father with his blunderbuss on one 
i shoulder and a wild turkey on the 
other. 
Thus do our men of art keep j 
before our attention one of the past ! 
glories of New England. 
Where on j 
Cape Cod may one find a wild turkey 
today? Where may you seek for it iy 
Rhode Island, New York, Iowa or In­ 
diana, 
or in many other states of its 
former range? 
In a few isolated out- | 
of-the-way parts of our country some 
of these wonderful birds still exist. 
Ten years ago I found a number in Lee 
county, Florida. 
But soon a thousand 
hunters were in the field after them 
and the turkeys are vanishing front 
south Florida. There are still some to 
be found about the great southern 
swamps, as. for example, in North and 
South Carolina, Mississippi and Louisi­ 
ana, and one may see signs of the 
great turkey in southern Texas, but 
here chiefly on a few great ranches 
where hunting is restricted. As a game 
bird the wild turkey has practically 
ceased to function.—T. Gilbert Pear­ 
son In the World’s Work.

Roman legions, and Greek art and 
civilization, together with Roman law, 
ilowed to the rising sun. 
An Early Earthquake Theory. 
“It has been said that the river de­ 
rived its name from a man who built 
a bridge over it. 
After one of the 
great earthquak es 
in Roman times 
had changed the course of the river, 
the # racle declared that the bones of 
a man of colossal size found in the 
old river bed were those of Orontes, j 
and on the ancient coins of Antioch, j 
the most famous city which ever ex­ 
isted along its hank s, the river is per­ 
sonified as a youth swimming at the 
feet of the female figure representing 
the city.

“A good many of the inhabitants 
have been lured by American dollars 
in digging licorice root on plantations 
where great wooden water-wheels have 
been lifting the Orontes into irrigation 
ditches in order that cough-sirup and

A car is lik e a human being. 
It ran 
work moderately through a long life­ 
time and only “grow old gracefully,” 
but if continuously forced at the high­ 
est possible pressure a break down Is 
inevitable sooner or later. 
Avoid subjecting a car continuously 
to unreasonably heavy road shock s. 
Bushing over rough 
roads at 
high 
speed is hound to result in abnormal 
wear and tetir. 
All body and running 
gear parts loosen up prematurely un­ 
der such treatm ent and the damage 
from 
road rack Is probably nearly 
quadrupled by doubling the speed. 


Exam ples of Harshness. 
Kefrain from harshness in operation, 
<»f which the following are ex amples: 
Racing the engine; stepping on the 
throttle, to obtain max imum accelera­ 
tion; jamming on the brak es brutally; 
forcing tlie gears together when they 
do n<» t engage readily; letting in the 
clutch violently and sk idding around 
curves. 
L e ga te of heedlessness ¡n operation, 
:*» r it is tiiis short coming that brings 
about the frozen radiator, the bearings 
that are burned out or cylinders that 
are scored from lack or oil, and the 
reverse gears that are stripped by try­ 
ing to mesh them while a car is in mo­ 
rion, not to speak of all the damage 
caused by collisions. 


Repair Defects Promptly , 
The prompt correction of defects 
when they iirst develop and before 
their consequences have become seri­ 
ous. is another im portant considera­ 
tion. 
If a loose connecting rod hearing 
Is at once tak en care of, when its bane 
m< .ng is first noticed, the repair out- j 
lay need not he large, but if repairs are 
neglected until the rod has brok en 
loose and wreck ed the crank case and

is found n no other place Oui .North 
America. 
Woven in the clothing wrapped about 
mummied remains of cliff dwellers in 
Arizona and New Mexico are found the 
feathers of turkeys. 
There are other 
evidences in the caves showing thai the 
birds were kept in a state of domesti­ 
cation I y the aborigines. 
When early 
in the Sixteenth century the Spanish 
conquerors invaded Mexico, they found 
turkeys that had been domesticated by 
the Indians. 
Some of these they took 
hack with them to Spain, where At was 
found they would breed in captivity. 
Their descendants were removed to 
France and England, and later brought 
to the United States by settlers. 
This 
is the history of the common domestic 
turkey which people are wont to have 
on the table when celebrating Christ­ 
mas or Thanksgiving day.

Every year one may find on some mag­ 
azine cover the picture of an old Puri­ 
tan father with his blunderbuss on one 
shoulder and a wild turkey on the 
other. 
Thus do our men of art ke» p 
before our attention one of the past 
glories of New England. 
Where on 
Cape Cod may one find a wild turkey 
today? W here may you seek for it ip 
Ithode Island, New York, Iowa or In­ 
diana, or in many other states of its 
former range? 
In a few isolated out- 
of-the-way parts of our country some 
of these wonderful birds still exist. 
Ten years ago I found a number in Lee 
county, Florida. 
But soon a thousand 
hunters were in the field after them 
and the turkeys are vanishing from 
south Florida. There are still some to 
be found about 
tile great southern 
swamps, as, for example, in North and 
South Carolina, Mississippi and Louisi­ 
ana, and one may see signs of the 
great turkey in southern Texas, hut 
here chiefly on a few great ranches 
where hunting is restricted.
